LEWIS FIGHTS ONLY 
FOR HIS BANK MAIL 


District Attorney Argues Post- 
master-General Court of Last 
Resort and Use of Mails Not 
Constitutional Right. 


In argument before Judge Smith Mc 
Pherson of United States Circuit Court 
Tuesday, attorneys for E. G. Lewis de- 
clared that he was not opposing tne ts- 
suance of the fraud order by Post- 
_master- -General Cortelyou against-him- 
‘self, but that the present action in 
Federal Court is by the People’s United 
States Bank against the fraud order 
against it. 

“Weare not here representing E. G. 
Lewis,’ . said Attorney George Hi. 
Shields. ‘“‘We are here for t!« People’s 
United States Bank. if Mr. Lewis 
thought that the fraud order was im- 
properly issued against him, he could 
present a bill for an injunction to this 
court as the bank has done.” 

Attorneys Shields and Barclay, for 
the bank, and District Attorney Dyer 
Postoffice Department, spent 
considerable time arguing whether the 
present hearing should go Into the facts 
of the case, or should simply consider 
the legal points involved. 

District Attorney Dyer said that if 
facts were to be considered the matter 
should be referred to a special master 
to take testimony. 

In his argument, Attorney Shields said 
that nearly all the representations com- 
plained of were made by Lewis before 
the organization of the bank. There is 
no evidence, he argued that the bank 
had made any such representations. 

There is no doubt, he said, that Pro- 
ynoter Lewis made promises which were 
mot carried out, after the organisation 
of the bank. However, he eaid, 4 pro- 
moter’s contract cannot be fastened: 
on a conporation, unless adopted by the 
corporation or the corporation accepts 
the benefit. 

There is no evidence, he said, that the 
Bank had ever adopted any of the rep- 
resentations of Promoter Lewis. 

He said that while the first members 
of the Board Directors had been oon- 
neoted with Lewis’ other concerns, they 
had all resigned and the board !s now 
composed of prominent financiers of St. 
Iauts. 

District Attorney Dyer in his argu- 
ment commented on the fact that the 
petition by the © Mhk does not mention 
the names of the first directors. The 
fiction of incorporation, he said, is one 
thing, the facts behind a corporation, 
another. 

The bank had submitted to the juris- 
diction of the Aassistant UO. 8S. Attor- 
ney-General, at the hearing in Wash- 
ington, he said, and it is too late now 
to question his right in the case. 

At the opening of the court District 
Attorney Dyer filed an answer to Lewis’ 
petition for injunction. He alleges Con- 
gress has authorized the Postmaster- 
General to issue such a fraud order as 
that against the Lewis bank, and has 
constituted him a court of last resort 
fm such cases, and that under the Con- 
gressional act the Postmaster-General's 
action cannot be attacked in a court 
of equity unless he is charged with 
fraud or malice. 

That the use of the mails is a mere 
privilege conferred by Congress, and 
that therefore the withholding of the 


gress is not a violation of the Constitu- 
tion. 


Notice to Lewis Not Required.

Temperature Record. 
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There is no present prospect of relief from the hot wave which has been 
spreading over the country from the East since Saturday. 

The indications are that the temperature in St. Louis will reach % de- 
grees today. This is three degrees higher than the maximum of Monday. 

The danger of heat prostrations is increased by the absence of a decrease 
of humidity, which remains at 76 as on Monday. 

The weakened condition of persons susceptible to the heat, as a result of 
the two days’ suffering from it, grewtly increases the probability of pros- 
tration, and special preparations for handling such cases have been made at 
the city dispensaries. - 

The officia: forecast Is: Fair and continued warm tonight and Wednes- 
day. Light southerly winds.”’ 

The hot wave is not confined to the vicinity of St. Louis. In fact, t t& 
much hotier toward the east, St. Louis being practically the western boun- 
dary of the “high’’ which is causing all the trouble. 

The “high’’ began to form on the Southern Atlantic Coast five days ago, 
and has been spreading steadily toward the north and west. Boston, with 
Cincinnati and St. Louls with. §,\ seemed to be the boundaries of 


Where It Is Hot and Why. “A 


Edward H. Bowle, local forecaster of the Weather Bureau, was asked 
to explain to the Post-Dispatch why it is hot in St. Louls and why it is hot 
clsewhere. 

“The approach of a hot wave,,.such as that now prevailing in practically 
all sections of the United Btates east of the Rocky Mountains,” said Mr. 
“is manifest in the accumulation of air over the Eastern and South- 
the accumulation being detected by a gradual increase in the 
height of the barometer in these districts. 

“This accumulation of air tn the East and Southeast causes a halt in the 
United States, and 
such storms (lows) as appear in the West and Northwest are deflected far to 
the North. 


“At the same time a sluggish movement of air from the high pressure in 
the Southeast sits in toward the region of decreased pressure in the West 
and Northwest. The warm, humid air is thus transported to high latitudes 
and the hot wave has begun, Its duration will be dependent on the continued 
pressure of high pressure in the Southeast. 


High Pressure Over Eastern States. 

“Today the pressure is high over the eastern half of the United States. t'ne- 
t!l this high pressure is dissipated the hot wave will continue. The begine 
ning of the change will be shown by gradually following the pressure in the 
Southeast and Central States and a corresponding rise in pressure in the 
Northwest. 

“This change in the atmospheric eq ullibrium will result in a general flow 
of air from the Northwest and the heated air in the interior will be foreed 
eastward and southward and its place will be taken by the cool, dry air - 
flowing from the Northwest.”’ 


No End of Hot Wave in Sight. ° 


There fs nothing in the reports received today to indicate an early disap- 
pearance of this “high,” and until it is dissipated and its place is taken by 
a ‘low,’ there is mo expectation that cooler weather will prevail. 

It is stated that there is nothing to indicate the formation of the “low” 
that will succeed this present “‘high.’" None of those shown on the weather 
map ate probable successors, but it is said there are plenty of precedents for 
the expectation of the sudden formution of a “low” that will move in as sogg 
as the “high” moves out and makes room for it. 

There are no “freaks” in the present weather, 
keep up the average for the month. 

“The mean temperature for July is 76. Just now the mean is about 8. 
That is not such an awful difference.”’ 

“This is normal weather for this time of year and in this section of the 
country. There is no reason for objecting to it. Our temperature has been 
much below the average up to the present time, and now that we get the 
normal July weather, we should not worry about it.” 

A few ciquds and a good breeze heiped to make life tolerable during the 
morning. It was,.more pleasant on the shady side of the streets than in the 
offices and shops, while those who were fortunate enough’ to visit the parks 
reported that they felt little inconvenience from the heat.

Two fainting women, two crying chil- 
dren and numerous perturbed witnesses 
were features of the Coroner's inquest 
which resulted in a verdict of homicide 
with felonious intent, Tuesday, in the 
case of Mrs. Mary Carder, accused of 
the killing of Bessie Barnes, aged 1) 
vears, at 2702 Lucas avenue, Sunday 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Carder, who has been at City 
Hospital ever since the tragedy, suf- 
fering from extreme nervousness, was 
brought to the Cordmer’s office by a 
policeman, accompanied by her husband 
and three small children, the youngest 
only 6 months old. 

When her husband, Jésse Carder, had 
made a statement to the Coroner, after 
the other witnesses had testified, Mrs. 
Carder insisted on making a state- 
ment. 

Her attorney, Joseph Williams, ad- 
vised her not to do so. He took her into 
the Coroner's private office, in an at- 
tempt to persuade her to forego her 
intention. 

While in there she fainted. Dr. Lloyd, 
the Deputy Coroner, attended her and 
restored her to consciousness. 


Woman Had Fainting Spell. 

In the meantime an ambulance was 
sent for. .Mrs. Carder was taken into 
the witness room, and there she had 
a& more severe fainting spell than the 
first. Her husband and others crowded 
around her, and after a time she was 
again restored.

Says Russia Is Not for Peace at 


Any Price and Fears Japan’s 
Terms Will Be Too Harsh. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 18, 12:05 p. 
@.—A sensational rumor is current here 
today that a large pari of the Zemst- 
volsts and Doumaistsa at Moscow are m 
favor of the proclamation of deposition 
of Emperor Nicholas and the establish- 
ment of a regency for the Grand Duke 
Alexis Nikolalevitch (the infant son of 
the Emperor and heir to the throne) 


It is alleged that for this reason the 
meeting of the all-Russian Zemstvoist 
and Doumaist Congress; which was to 
take place tomorrow at Moscow, has 
been prohibited. 

M. Witte had a final,interview with 
Emperor Nicholas at Peterhof today. 
Foreign Minister Count Lamsdorff wae 
present, showing the -complete  har- 
mony of views between M. Witte and 
the foreign minister. 

M. Witte leaves St. Petersburg for 
Paris tomorrow, accompanied by Mme. 
Witte. At Paris they meet their daugh- 
ter, who is the wife of the Secretary 
of the Russian legation at Brussels. 
Mme. Witte has no intention of joining 
her husband later in America. 

It ie announced that 475,246 men will 
be called to perform military service 
d@uring the present year. 

Two prominent financtal syndicates, 
one English, the other German, have 
offered to furntsh Russia with all the 
money she may need for a war indem- 
nity. In fact, the syndicates’ stand 
ready to underwrite a loan for what- 
ever sum may be required. 

Several American banks are included 
syndicate, it is under- 
atood. The Minister of War has ac- 
quainted Mr. Witte, the senior peace 
plenipotentiary, with the substance of 
a formidable heap of telegrams from 
the highest military officers command- 
ing in Manchuria,

“Even though there are these two par- 
ties as to the advisability of ending the 
war in the present circumstances. both 
would be united if the Japanese de- 
mands wounded the amour propre of the 
Russian people or jeopardized our fu- 
ture as a nation.

It is evident that the wholesale arrest and deten- 
tion of persons who may have witnessed a crime or 
a tragedy is not only without a shadow of legal 
warrant, but is subversive of the aims of justice. If 
it were permitted, it would make it extremely diffi- 
cult to secure witnesses in such cases. 

Police tyranny of this character is bad enough in 
the case of men. It is atrocious where women are 
concerned. 

We do not believe that Chief Kiely and the Board 
of Police Commissioners countenance such practices. 
It is incumbent upon them to make a prompt and 
thorough investigation of these cases and teach the 
police a lesson in law and justice towards the citi- 
zens, ’ 
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The cases of heat prostration reported show that 
St. Louis is in the grip of a hot wave which may last 
for some time. While St. Louis is not suffering nearly 
as much from the heat as New York and some other 
cities, the hot wave cannot fail to largely increase 
the death rate among infants in the crowded dis- 
tricts, unless means are taken to prevent it. A 
poorly fed baby easily falls a prey to very hot 
weather, but a child well fed with pure milk can 
withstand a high temperature. Even a few days of 
torrid weather without such diet is fatal to many 
children. A contribution to the Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund will gladden the hearts of the mothers and 
save the lives of little children. Since the last ap- 
peal, the Post-Dispatch has received contributions 
to the fund, which will be duly acknowledged.

The history of the Federal anti-trust act given by 
Mr. F. N. Judson in his book on interstate commerce 
points to the enforcement of law already in the 
statute book as an effective remedy for monopoly. 
The Federal anti-trust law has been sustained at 
every -point and the Sunday Post-Dispatch pointed 
out that under the definitions of the Supreme Court 
@ year in jail awaits those who have violated the 
law whenever sentences are sought under a crimina] 
prosecution. 

Only the test of rigorous prosecution was required 
to demonstrate the value of this law, which at its 
passage, and for several years subsequently, was be- 
lieved to be valueless. There is plenty of law. What 
we need is rigorous and fearless law-enforcement.

It is a standard by 
which all public officers must be judged.

St. Louis has a good deal of money, 
according to the annual report of Comp- 
troller Player for the fiscal year ending 
April 10, which has been submitted to 
the Municipal Assembly, 

There was an unappropriated surplus 
of $2,866,622.53 on hand at the end of the 
yaar. The total resources of the treas- 
ury were $7,179,964.17, but to be charged 
against this was the balance standing 
to the credit of special funds and ac- 
counts aggregating $4,313,341.64. 

The Comptroller states that the 
amount realized for purely municipal 
purposes under the present- rate of tax- 
ation is ample for the ordinary ex- 
penses of maintaining the city, but he 
advocates a bond issue for needed im- 
provements rather than an increase of 
general taxation, as the latter would 
be too slow. 

The assessed valuation of real and 
personal property for the taxes of 1906 
will be apvroximately  $437,919,530, of 
which $351,930,540 is assessed as the val- 
ue of real eS‘ate. 

The records made by the Water De- 
partment, the Harbor and Wharf De- 
pariments and others during the year 
are referred to approvingly.

Despite the claims made nowadays 
there is apparently nothing in a com- 
parison of the records that show that 
the outfielders of the present day are 
better than those of 20 years ago. The 
comparison Is a most interesting one, as 
the remark is often made by gtay-haired 
fans that no catches are seen like the 
miraculous ones Welch, Gore, Hanlon 
and Hines used to make. 

Usually the argument the present day 
enthusiast will use to refute this conten- 
tion is that the game has grown more 
scientific, that the fielders have the fleld 
more carefully covered, know every bat- 
ter’s weakness, and accordingly, have 
the ficld studded in the proper position 


A glance at the figures show that in 
1857 Fogerty of the Philadelphia team 
had 38 assists in 129 games, in 188) he 
had 42 assists in 128 games, while Ryan 
of Chicago, one of the greatest players 
that ever greced the flelds, had 33 us- 
sists in 120 games in 1889. On the ether 
hand, Browne of the Giants, a fine 
thrower, had 20 assists tn 140 games in 
iM4, and Sebring, then of Pittsburg, had 
27 in 136 games.
